RliSUMEN 


Se validan como nuevas especies /Wikcnini hoffnunniiana var. iiutcrophylld, Al. 
pseudohoffnut)niictmi, Al. pscttdohoffntatttiiauci var. iiiicropbylla, y Al. hurrosoana. 
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In Studying the Mikania species of Parana, Brazil, it was determined that 
.several of the species and varieties proposed by Barroso (1938) were not validly 
published because ol lailure to indicate the nomenclatural type as required by 
Article 37 of the International Code ol Botanical Nomenclature. Article 37 states 
that “publication on or after 1 Jan. 1938 of the name of a new taxon of the rank 
of family or below is valid only when the nomenclatural type is indicated." In such 
cases where types have not been designated, valid jsublication can be effected by 
reference to the original protologue and designation of a type specimen for each 
of the proposed names. While I am not obi igated to retain the names as proposed 
by Barroso (1938), I elect to do so in an effort to promote a sense of nomenclatural 
stability. It shoLild be noted that although dated as 1938, Barroso’s treatment of 
the Mikania of Brazil was not relea.sed until 1939-

2:459- 19b 1 as the name of a species 
from Hispaniola.
